This is due to" two. reasons; first 


the new war taxes which affect the 
receipts of ° all theatres and amnse- 
ment places: and secondly the pre- 
sent Parisian vogue of daneing. 


In an effort to pay off her war 


indeSitedness, Prance has just clap- 
ped'a bunch-of new taxes on the 
theatres, 
music halls and movies. 


Coupled with the taxes they were 
already paying, the theatre direc- 
tors at last declare that they are 
already permanently out of busi- 
ness. 


To keep from starving, however, 


they will turn their theatres into 
dancing 
establishments 
with the 


diinsants and with Ijalls in the ev- 
ening. 


Taxes now imposed on theatres, 


especially of the revue type with 
which Pariis abounds now total 35 
per cent of their gross receipts. 
They are divided up as follows: 10 
per cent for the poor which has 
lieen a tax long established at Paris: 
]0 (percent royalty to the authors 
and then the new war tax of 15 per 
cent.

tions whether purely dramatic or 
costume shows lias naturally aug- 
mented along with everything else. 
While the Paris chorus girls have 
tried mighty hard to he]]> out the 
producers in reducing the cost

FLIGHT, 4,340 HUES 


This is Conclusion Which Has Just 


Been Presented to French Aca- 


. demy of Silences

Paris, Feb. 20 (By Mai'l)—Avia- 


tion has now been developed to a 
point where an airplane, theortically 
at least can fly for 6,950 kilometers 
(4,340 miles) without stopping. 


This is the conclusion which-has 


just been presented to the French 
Academy o'f Sciences by Monsieur 
Rataud, one of the best qualified 
French scientists on the 
subject. 


Rataud's report shows the possibili- 
ties of the airplane of today as cal- 
culated from the standpoint of alge- 
bra, engineering and every science 
tha't enters into aviation. While the 
conclusions reached by Rataud ex- 
ceed in each instance' what the air- 
plane has accomplished to date, yet 
they.are raathematicaflly, and scien- 
tifically correct as to what todays 
airplane is Tjapable of doing. 


As regards distance Rataud has 


demonstrated that flying at nn alti- 
tude of 8,282 meters -with a' double 
reserve of gasoline the ainplane of 
today is capable of a continuous 
flight of 6,950 kilometers. As a mat- 
ter of, fact, -of coarse, the longest 
non stop flight to date is 3,500.kilo- 
meters. Rataud's calculations imply 
that no accident, or other deterring 
element enters into the flight.
